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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument filed on March 01, 2006 is 
not persuasive. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that that the '168 patent claims seem to read on a system that is at least to a certain extent time- 
based, whereas pending claim 1, distinctly is not, because "the '168 patent claims do not require "a communication channel ... 

comprising an uplink control channel and a downlink control channel", as recited in pending claim 1 examiner maintains that "the 

communication channel" as claimed is still met met by "an uplink control channel and a downlink control channel" which meets 
applicants' claimed definition of the communication channel as recited in claim 1 of the instant application. Additionally, examiner 
maintains that irrespective of the '168 patent claims reading on a system that is at least time based, the limitations of claim 1 of the 
instant application are an obvious modification of the '168 patent. 

With respect to applicants' argument that pending claims 6, 8 and 17 do not require "a control means for activating [a] traffic reduction 
means ... to cause the uplinkk and downlink control channels to enter into a dormant state", but rather distinctly read on a system in 
which a dormant state is entered into "after a first time period has elapsed", examiner maintains that the limitations of the '168 patent 
specifically "wherein a first control information ... when said uplink control channel and said downlink control channel are entered into 
the dormant state, wherein a first amount of the first control information is greater than a second amount of the second control 
information" meets the claimed control means of the instant application. 

In view of the above the obviousness double patenting rejection of the claims of the instant application using the claims of the'168 patent 
are maintained. 
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
